The new division, the h e ad ­ 
quarters of which, with the shops 
and other division equipment,are 
shortly to go up within a few 
miles of Brown County, county 
seat, is to comprise ail of the 
Gulf, Colorado, 
and Santa Fe 
trackage west of Temple,thereby 
lightening considerably the r e ­ 
sponsibilities of the superintend­ 
ent of the present fouthern di­ 
vision of the Santa Fe.
